A wailing noise breaks through the muffled 
sounds of the delivery room of Lower Bucks County 
Hospital. A new life has come into being. A mother 
jests. A father sighs. A doctor relaxes. 
And a diligent staff of hospital nurses, techni­ 
cians, 
doctors 
and 
administrators 
immediately 
swings into the many-sided procedures to guarantee 
the health of the precious new life. 
No life is more valuable, none more fragile 
than that of the infant barely minutes from its 
maternal environment. 
As an infant child is placed in its first man- 
made crib, dangers lurk anxiously to threaten the 
life of the baby. 
One of the potential dangers — which Lower 
Bucks County hospital and other area hospitals are 
lighting successfullly - 
coccus. 
Known as staph, 
hospital nurseries and 
many hospitals. The

the disease is’ peculiar to 
creates serious problems in 
new born infant is weak, 
fragile and highly susceptible to any germ. A com­ 
mon cold can be tragic with a child. A bug can 
mean serious results. 


Penicillin Encourages Growth 
This vicious hug is tough. It’s tough because 
it has developed immunity to most anti-biotics. 
Penicillin does nothing but encourage its growth. 
Fortunately, other anti-biotics can combat staph. 
In some hospitals across the country, staph has 
proved a deadly disease. 
A national magazine printed an article en­ 
titled “Death From The Hospital Nursery” which 
pointed out that staph caused epidemics in many 
areas. The article said 13 new mothers died in one 
big city hospital causing a maternity ward to be 
closed down to control the spread. 
In a Houston, Tex., hospital 17 babies died in 
a staph spread and nine were reported dead in a 
Dallas hospital. 
Iowa State University Hospital 
reported sixth deaths from staph. 
In effect, the staph spread caused all hospitals 
to exert extreme care in their handling of nursery 
personnel and equipment. 


Cleanliness Key Weapon 
The main weapon is a long known medicine. 
Cleanliness. If the adage is cleanliness is next to 
Godliness, then cleanliness, more so, is next to 
each new born child in the maternity wing of Lower 
Bucks. 
The hospital staff is alert, meticulous and ac­ 
curate to infinite details in its fight to maintain the 
cleanliness and protect the infants, and the mothers 
as well. 
Through careful procedures, and 
intricate 
measures of cleanliness, Lower Bucks County Hos­ 
pital has been able to keep a staph epidemic from 
the hospital. 
The chairman of the hospital anti-infection com­ 
mittee said, “There is no staph infection emanating 
from the hospital. Any staph that cornea from the 
outside is isolated and treated immediately, 
“The hospital is crowded. All the more care 
must be taken since overcrowding increases the 
danger of infection.” 
What is staph and why docs the hospital exert 
such care to prevent it? 
The disease takes on many forms. In adults 
it is usually spotted in the form of boils. If a person 
breaks out with it. he is isolated from any other 
patient m the hospital, especially the susceptible 
infants. 
If the victim is an infant, staph can take the
